Secret police were posted al the sta- 
tion, and the prefect of polieu was in 
wailing to escort him to his hotel. 
The drivo through the streels wai 
marked by uo special incideut, though 
aeveral persons saluted him. receiving 
a bow in return. 

Home comment ha« been caused by 
the facl that lilulstM* Woo lford's fam- 
ily has not uecoiup.ini. -I him. but re- 
main* behind the 1'ieneh frontier. 
Minister Woodford explains that his 
parly ia a large one, rax|avlriBg a com 
modlous home, and prefer sp.'uding u 
pleasant October al Bkarrltl until 11 
suitable residence can be secured here. 
The legation cannot be used OS u resi- 
dence. Hen. Woo.lford has already 
engaged a box at the Moyul Opera 
house and has purchased horses.

Inflicting » 
fatal wouud. The family were pros 
porous ticrmaus, and as for as isltuowu 
lived happily. No motive for the 
liugedy bus bceu disclosed. Uoccl<cr , # 
victims ure his wife aud these chil- 
dren: Caroliue. aged 14; Uhrblitie. 
aged tf; Henry, aged 8; Uiszie, aged 6' 
John, aged 3, and uu iufuuL All are 
deud but Henry, an.l the latter eutiuol 
reeovcr from his wounds. 

Moeclter bad uu engagement to help 
a neighbor thresh yesterday morning, 
und on his not putting lu au uppcur 
uuce, his brother lluury, who live- 
gjaueit S9 rods away, went about nine 
o'clock lo see why he did not come. 
The doors of the lloecker house were 
locked aud there'were no sigus of life 
about. Ueury tried lo get iu Hie 
house, but met uo response, 
aud dually kicking iu thu door 
MsM upou a horrible scene. HoecUer, 
Willi his wife und baby, blrpt in a back 
room, uud the three bodies lay u J one 
bed. Tiie wife hu I been shot iu the 
nee!, with 11 shotgun, which stood iu 
the corner; the baby hu.l bceu shot 
and its head crushed with the butt of I 
revolver. The muu, still breathing, 
iiud a bullet hole high up ou the fore- 
head, uud by his side was a six-shoot 
er with two chambers empty. 

It is undoubtedly a case of murder 
and suicide. 

Moecker was at years old, and for 
over 'JJ years lived in thu same neigh- 
borhood— in (act, ou thu aainc farm. 
Hu has bceu regarded as a pros- 
perous farmer, and only recently 
bought a 200-acrc furm a few miles 
from the old homestead. On Sun- 
day he attended Catholic services at 
Mreda with his wife uud some of the 
children. Later iu lliu day he was 
visited by a neighbor who says that 
when he left the Uocckcr home in the 
evening they were seemingly a happy 
family and not a premonition of the 
awful irngedy to be enacted a few 
hours later was given by Moecker 01 
anyone of the household.

Never before have such heavy 
rains been experienced iu the neigh 
borhood of the Chilcoot pass."

The village of llaiubridgu wus the 
scene of one of the most disastrous 
con (lag rat ions \ est - rd:i y afternoon Hint 
over i.eeurreil ikVAbll county. An en- 
tire square, coulaiuing most of the 
prominent business houses, several 
haudsornu n-sidcuees Bad the Method- 
iat eliurch. was almost destroyed, 
and two prominent business men losl 
their lives in an cxolosion which oc- 
curred in the drug store of W. P. 
Meardsley. 

The lire was started in a barn in ihe 
reur of Pcrril Mrown's general store 
by two little boys, who were playing 
with lighted matches. The Unmet 
spread rapidly uud communicated with 
the main buildings. 

Meardsley's drug storo, adjoining, 
was next ablaze, und with the limited 
means at hand for 'fighting fire, it 
passed all bouuds aud became uncon- 
trollable. 

lu the midst of the excileincnl a ter- 
rible explosion occurred In the drug 
store, nud Mr. Meavdsley, who was in- 
side endeavoring to save some of his 
property, lost his life iu tho ruins. 
His brother-iu-law, Thomas Higglns, 
who went to his rescue, was unable to 
get out, aud was burned to death, 
while several others were more or less 
injured, but none fatally. 

There wus a strong w lud blow iug, 
which fanned the Haines to greater 
fury, uud, getting a fresh start from 
the burning oils and chemicals iu the 
wrecked drug store, the Ure leaped 
from house to house, until it was evi- 
dent the entire town was doomed. A 
message km sunt to Wavcrly and 
to this city, asking for aid. u.id 
both liro departments promptly re- 
ipondcd. The Haltimore & Ohio 
Soulh western und Ohio Southern rail-, 
ways sent special trains with the en- 
gines, but they did not arrive until al- 
most four o'clock, nearly three hours 
after the lirst alarm was given. The 
best that could be done was to prevent 
the tire from being communicated to 
the oilier squares, aud the fire laddies 
loon had the fiumes undercontrol. 

After thu destruction of Meardsley's 
ling store the following properly was 
jousuui'l: Methodist Episcopal 
lb arch, Armstrong livery stable, J. 
ii. Head's store. Ogles' saloon, an empty 
Business property, Mrichtnun'a barber 
•hop, Ur. McKce's residence, Seymour 
Morris' residence, W. P. Meardsley's 
residence, Houscr's grocery, MeUill's 
Millinery store aud Andrew Alder- 
man's shoe store. Hut two houses on 
;he square were left standing, both be- 
.ng private houses. 

The loss is estimated at $.S0,000. 

The bodies of Meardsley and Higgins 
were found ou the Uoor about 15 feet 
Iroin the front entrance, mutilated be- 
yond recognition.

Enormous Profits Realized 
and Prices Qoing 
Higher 



Several of the Hopkins county coal 
companies still continue to find a good 
market for cofcl at St Louis and other 
northern points. 

Tbe miners of Iowa and other western 
stales now threaten to make trouble, and 
already several thousand of tbem are on a 
strike. This teems to be a season of 
strikes for the miners in many slates 

Tbe scarcity of coal cars interfered with 
Ibe shipment of coal last week, to a con- 
siderable extent 

When sufficient evidence was produced

Decidedly the most interesting 
place in the city from a business 
point of view now is the tobacco 
"breaks," says the Courier lournal. 
The selling is so free 
the market were it not that men 
are cominp here from all over the 
State to put their money in the 
weed. 

Tobacco men are recalling the 
famous "boom" ol 18S7. when 
drouth destroyed fully half the 
crop then, as it has done now. 
They say it was impossible to buy 
any kind of tobacco then under 
Si-* a hundred pounds, ami that 
prices now are reasonable, even as 
compared with iHiji, 1892 anil 
1893. A famous sale made by 
Sterling Edmunds in 1887 is re- 
called. He had bought a lot of 
tobacco at $2. 10 per 100 pounds, 
and when he sold did so at the 
enormous advance of fiji.50— a 
profit of about 2,000 per cent. 
Remarkable as this was it is bttDf 
almost duplicated by rehandlcrs 
and traders, who bought last win- 
ter and early spring, but held their 
tobacco until now. One such man 
bought 200 or 300 hogsheads in 
the country at one cent a pound. 
He is now closing out and hardly 
any of his hogsheads have sold 
under four cents a pound, wbilt 
some have gone as high as 
six. No man would want a bet 
ter business than that. When to 
bacco is sold at auction the seller 
can reject the bid if it is not suf- 
ficiently high and then sell again. 
A warehouseman yesterday put up 
a lot of these rejections. Tobacco

Fire swept a part of the Buck- 
ner's farm just east of this place 
Monday, doing considerable dam- 
age to fences and young timber, 
threatening corn, which stood 
shocked in the field, roarifig 
through the underbrush in the 
timbered tract.

While many people of Earling- 
ton were eating dinner, the dis- 
tress whistle at the air compressing 
plant of the St. Bernard Coal Com- 
pany sounded the alarm of fire.and 
the news quickly spread that the 
Buckner farm, adjoining the prop- 
erty of that company was burning 
and the wind blowing directly to- 
toward the shaft. 

The news was telephoned to the 
mines, teams were started and men 
on horseback and afoot and awheel 
hurried to the scene of the confla- 
gration with half finished dinners 
or no dinners at all, carrying shov- 
els and other things handv to fight 
fire. And some of them have had 
sufhceiit cxperieuce of late to know 
what to do. Two of these who 
know how to fight fire forgot the 
location of their coats one day last 
week and let them burn. 

Men went Irom the mines, the 
town, the railroad, the farms, until 
not less the 200 or 250 were strung 
out along Ihe course of the advanc- 
ing fire line. Fences were torn 
away, dead trees and stumps 
scraped around and men left on 
guard at doubtful points of vant- 
age. The work was made thorough 
by scraping a path through the 
woods, from a lane in the Buckner 
farm, well on if not quite to the 
Hopkinsville road. The leaves 
were fired as rapidly as the path 
was made— along its edge — and 
this new fire started back to clear 
the way to the main body of the 
fire and stop its progress. This 
was done successfully and in a 
very short while. 

Within an hour and a half after 
the alarm was sounded the bulk of 
the men were on their way 
back to town, leaving Harry Corey 
and his force in charge with 
the fire under control. 

Kowland Rich came near being 
struck by a burning chunk which 
fell Irom the top of an apparently 
green tree under which he was 
working. It was a good big chutvk 
plentifully supplied with fire, and 
would have made an impression, 
but it missed him by a safe .lis 
tance about six inches. 

Mike I. <ni.'. was not the only 
one whose manly eyes we-e filled 
with tears at the sight- or perhaps 
the lack of sight. But even he 
cheered up when he thought what 
a clear shooting ground for quails 
would be left by the fire. And 
Frank Arnold, too, looked happy 
at the prospect cf using a pump 
gun on something animate in a 
good open space where walls and 
things could not intervene. 

The railroad boys ran a special 
out from one of the livery stables 
but it cannot be proven that they 
repaired anything. 

This is only one of the many 
fires that have been turned back 
and extinguished hereabouts in 
the past ten days. But this one 
had gained much greater headway 
It burned from Grapevine and 
spread over the Buckner place.

One day last week a spark from 
a locomotive set fire to the grass 
along the track next to the Abore- 
tum at the Southern edge of town. 
The fire spread rapidly into the 
enclosure and two or three choice 
young trees that helped to make up 
the large collection there, were 
ruined before the flames could be 
checked.

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Account of the Interesting Meet- 
ing of the Second District 
Institute. 

The teachers of Magisterial Dis- 
trict No. 2 met in the Public School 
Building for their third annual as- 
sociation, last Friday. 

At ten o'clock order was called 
and devotional exercises conducted 
by Mr. W. F. Iiurr, followed by 
some delightful music from some 
of the school girls. 

The welcome address by Mr. E. 
B. Bourland was very appropriate 
as was the response by Mr. J. A. 
Jodson. 

Child-study, a subject interesting 
above all others to a live teacher, 
was introduced by Miss Minnie 
Bourland and discussed by other 
membeis. The ability to under- 
stand one's pupils was given up to 
be a factor of the greatest import 
ance in the success of a teacher. 
Many very valuable devicts for the 
study of child nature were pre- 
sented. Prof. Smith added much 
to the interest of the subject. 

The Development of the Will 
Power of the child - another favor- 
ite subject, was very ably present 
ed by Mrs. Walker. A very lively 
discussion followed, Prof. Smith, 
Miss Foard, Mr Bourland and 
Mr. Cayce taking part. 

Mr. and Mrs. Burr and mother, 
Mrs. Reese, of Philadelphia being 
present were voted honary mem- 
bers. The subject was continued, 
Mrs. Reese expressing herself very 
forcibly, emphasizing a very clear 
distinction between the judgment 
and the will. 

"How to Develop the Child's 
Reason, judgment and Memory," 
was introduced by Miss S. W. 
Foard, in a manner most profitable 
and enjoyable to all. The quota- 
tion, "A teacher should study to 
make himself useful to his pupils" 
was most aptly used. 

Mr. O. P. Bailey led in the dis- 
cussion of the next subject, "Means 
of School Discipline." He sug- 
gested many devices, but thinks a 
feeling of sympathy and fellowship 
between teacher and pupils must 
be secured for the best results. 
Mrs. Walker thinks co operation 
of parents the greatest factor. Sug- 
gestions were offered by Miss 
Davis, and Mr. Iiurr gave a very 
practical talk on the subject. Mr. 
Bourland thinks that to control 
one's pupils the teacher must first 
control himself. 

After a very complimentaiy 
speech by Mr. Burr in beha'f ol 
the work and advancement of the 
Association, the teachers adjourned 
for dinner. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Promptly at 1.00 p. m. the 
teachers re-assembled and after 
singing, the program was resumed. 

"How to Teach Spelling" was 
discussed by Misses Ligon, Hall, 
Wyatt and Davis. 

"How to Secure Good Attend- 
ance" was next considered, and 
was well handled by Miss S. W. 
Foard. She thinks that to secure 
the best results the school room 
must be made pleasant and home- 
like for the children, and that pa- 
rents should be made to feel the 
importance of regular attendance. 

"Language — How Taught in 
the Different Grades"was discussed 
by Misses Bourland, Hall, Mr. 
Jonsonand Mrs. Walker. Many 
devices were presented for making 
this interesting to the child. 

The subject, "How to Teach 
Primary and Advanced Reading," 
was introduced by Miss Ophelia 
Davis and further discussed by 
Misses Wyatt, Hall and Mr. Bailey. 

Methods of Teaching Grammar 
was discussed at length by the 
members. "The use and abuse of 
the text book" was here consid- 
ered. 

After a short intermission and 
singing the subject "Methods of 
Teaching Geography" was pre 
sented by Mrs. Walker. She 
recommends Home Geography for 
primary pupils and gave some in- 
teresting devices. Mr. Jonson 
favors the continued use of the 
best maps. 

Mr. Bourland next led in the 
discussion "How to Make Civics a 
Live Study." Mr. Bailey added 
very much to the interest of the 
subject. "How to Teach Writing 
and Drawing" was made quite ;i 
lively topic. "We learn to do, by 
doing," was strongly emphasized 
in this discussion.

1 and fofttaataaal llio eternal fellow- 
ship of the future. Thero would bo but 
ono topic of conversation, the kingdom of 
God and tho thing* concerning the Lord 
Jesus Christ (Acts zzvill, 31), but one 
book, th" Scriptures, and doubtless much 
prayer. Tho bclic\crs would be encouraged 
to be steadfast and to do nil In their power 
to give the gospel to others.

Tbera aro some words in Ibe homau 
language easy to define but difficult to 
comprehend. Eternity is one of tbeae. 
It ia easy to define it. It is impossible 
Io comprehend it. If tbo largest auow- 
(all bad been removed by the un iting 
of a single flake in 1,000,000 yeara, 
who could comprehend the tiuio requir- 
ed for such an achievement, and yet if 
such a thing were possible after it had 
bct'u done eternity would still be as if 
timo hod only just begun. 

Ia there anything tbat is eternal? Will 
anything last throughout eternity?
